Out-of-This-W orld

the first trans-Atlantic telephone 
call via Telstar Thursday night. 
The space communications satel­ 
lite thus generated an out-of-this- 
world rivalry between the English 
and the French.

start on transatlantic telecasting 
Wednesday 
night. 
The

called it a “ clear breach of faith’’ 
and. in apparent retaliation, beat 
the French to the draw on inter­ 
national plume calls via space. 
The call between scientists in

lasted about IO minutes and con­ 
cerned mainly technical m atters.

spokesman 
for the

post Office, which controls broad­ 
casting in England much as the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion does here, term ed Die experi­ 
ment a success. 
The French denied they broke 
an agreem ent which called for the 
first European television program 
to be received in the U.S. July 23. 
Citing a technicality, the French 
said the agreem ent provided that 
the joint European telecast would 
be “ live,” while theirs was pre­ 
recorded. 
The French program included 
•ongs by actor Yves Montand and 
other entertainers It was seen in

Habakkuk Questions Gods’ Way 


HOW PROBLEMS LEAD TO PRAYER, PRAYER LEADS 
TO GOD, AND GOD’S WORD LEADS US 
ULTIMATELY TO HIS PRAISE 


Church Briefs '"Christicin Agnosticism' Idea 
Is Explored by Presbyterian

A T THE same time that the 
prophet Jerem iah 
wok preach­ 
ing futilely to the people of 
Jerusalem , a prophet named 
Habakkuk w as also foreseeing 
their doom. 
Unlike Jeremiah, this man 
apparently did not preach to 
the people. 
Lika Isaiah, he m ay well have 
w ritten his oracle on a, stone 
tablet and left It In a public 
place, as Habakkuk 2:2 would 
Indicate. 
Such 
tablets 
were 
well-known; John Calvin be­ 
lieved them to be hung up in 
th e temple; M artin Luther felt 
they were put in the m arket­ 
place. The phrase “th at he may 
run that readeth it" has given 
some 
difficulty ; 
it 
probably 
means writing so clear th a t it 
could be skimmed and under­ 
stood. 
We know practically nothing 
of the life of this prophet, ex­ 
cept that h« seems to have been 


From 1 :1 2 through 
2 :2 0, the 
"wicked" are no longer the peo­ 
ple of JeniMalem. but the pun­ 
ishers, the Chaldeans. Those 
who hold to the two-author view 
feel th a t this indicates a much 
later date of authorship, after 
the Chaldeans had proved them­ 
selves "plunderers of many na­ 
tions" (2:8 ). 
However, I think we musl re­ 
member that this Is a prophecy , 
dealing with tho future. 
There is another factor which 
may explain this reference. The 
C h a l d e a ns (or Baby lonians 
from the west of the Tigris) 
came to power about 605 B.C, 
when they won their first, great 
bRttle, overwhelming the Egy pt­ 
ians under Necho a t Carchem- 
ish. 
For almost 3 00 y ears befom 
that, the great power in the 
world was Assy ria, which ex­ 
tended her empire from the Per­ 
sian Gulf north to the Caspian 
and Black Seas, to the Mcdi-

a Levitc. We are not even sure 
when he lived, for although the 
first chapter indicates a date of 
about 600 B.C., the authorship 
of the whole book is so cloudy 
th a t most modem scholars feel 
th a t more than one writer, at 
more than one time, was in­ 
volved. 
The nam e “Habakkuk the 
prophet" is signed a t the be­ 
ginning of the first chapter and 
again a t the beginning of the 
third. Yet the third chapter is 
totally different in tone from 
the first two. It is a psalm, 
bearing a title like those in the 
book of Psalms, and it appear­ 
ed with the other psalms in the 
so-called 
Director’s 
Psalter, 
compiled in the early Greek 
period. Because it bore H abak­ 
kuk’* name, it was apparently 
attached to the rest of the book 
by a later editor. 
Some scholars also feel that 
even the first tw-o chapters were 
by two different authors. In 
1:2-11, the author calls for sal­ 
vation from the “wicked" of 
Jerusalem 
itself, 
particularly 
the court and the king, appar­ 
ently the cruel Jehoiakim. God 
replies th at he is raising up an 
Instrum ent for their punish­ 
ment, namely the Chaldeans 


terranean a nd 
e ve n i nt o 
Egy pt. Ty pically , the empire 
reached its greatest extent just 
before its fall, for the extension 
was too vast to maintain. In 
642 AshurbanipaJ harnessed four 
kings to his chariot in Nineveh. 
A brief 30 y ears later the last 
Assy rian king perished in the 
flames of th a t city , destroy ed 
by the Chaldeans and the Medea. 


When these two divided the 
empire, the Chaldeans continued 
many of the method* of the 
Assy rians under whom they had 
lived, and who were known s* 
"plunderers of many nations." 


The book itself m ay be divid­ 
ed into H abakkuk’s problem 
(why wickedness seemed to suc­ 
ceed in the world) and G ods 
answer (a punishment via the 
Chaldeans), occupy ing the first 
11 verses of the first book; 
Habakkuk’s pray er of his faith 
In *God and his willingness to 
listen for His answers (1:12- 
2:2) and God s answer, includ­ 
ing the five woes (apply ing 
both to Judah now and Baby lon 
later) and God’s reassurance 
that the righteous shall live by 
their faith (2:3-2-20); and the 
great hy mn of praise which oc­ 
cupies the third chapter.

HOW PROBLEM S LEAD TO PRAYER, PRA YER LEADS 
TO GOD, AND G O DS W ORD LEADS U S 
ULTIM ATELY TO HIS PRAISE 


Scripture— H abakkuk; l l K ings 23:29-37.

A T THE sam e tim e that the 
prophet Jeremiah w as preach­ 
ing futilely to the people of 
Jerusalem, a prophet 
named 
Habakkuk wa* also foreseeing 
their doom. 
Unlike Jeremiah, thin man 
apparently did not preach to 
the people. 
Like Isaiah, he m ay well have 
Written his oracle on a stone 
tablet and left it in a public 
place, as Habakkuk 2:2 would 
Indicate. 
Such 
tablets 
were 
well-known; John Calvin 
be­ 
lieved them to be hung up In 
the temple; Martin Luther felt 
they were put in the m arket­ 
place. The phrase "that he may 
run that readeth it" has given 
nome 
difficulty; 
it 
probably 
means writing so clear that it 
could be skimmed and under­ 
stood. 
We know practically nothing 
of the life of this prophet, ex­ 
cept that he seem s to have been 


From 1:12 through 2:20, th e 
"wicked" are no longer the peo­ 
ple of Jerusalem , but the pun­ 
ishers, 
the 
Chaldeans. 
Those 
who hold lo the tw o-author view 
feel th a t this indicates a. much 
la ter d ate of authors!)ip, afte r 
the Chaldeans had proved them ­ 
selves "plunderers of m any na­ 
tions" (2:8). 
However, I think we must re- 
member that, this is a prophecy, 
dealing with tho future.
